tions or augmentations of Empires : and laſtly 
fince it is abouethe courſe of nature, or the ordi- 
naiy diſpoſitionof things,being full ofprofit with- 
out cither daunger or former hazardes, that like a- 


_ divine and ſupernatural! bleſſing wee entertaine 


and vieit . Thusfarre goeth the ſcope of my in- 


rent, deſtinating my labours to bee the ſeruants 


of your memory, for which I defire noother re- 
compence, but your owne happy and iuſt procee. 
dings, taking the adueriture of your acceptance,8e 
leauing vnto you the glory of ſogreatan aRtion,as 
the due of thoſe progreflions thatare performed 
withiuſt and vnſpotted mindes. 


This rcalme hauinga long timelabouredin the 
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preuention of dangers, and enioying an outwarde 
rather then inward peace, like a body that fetch- 
eth all the health from Phificke , and was of late 
yeares come to that weakneſle, as in a ſhort ſpace 
had ſhee continued in her courſe her preuentons 
had prooued vaine. For the aduantage of othe1s 
diſagreement was by agreement taken from vs,

{aue her carkafſe, wee floated with our liues rather 
repriued then faucd. 

In the meane time, and in all this time, this 
realme reſiſted none ot her griefes by a naturall 
courſe , which is by her owne ſtrength , but bee. 
ing rather feathers then winges, neith?r the glory 
nor profit was hers , but our blood and trea- 
ſare , was the medicihe of our ſuſpeed conſtitu- 
tion. IG 

It is neceſſary I brino you thus farre backe 
(2004 Couurrimen) aſwell becauſe man knowing 
nothing in his originall,cannor iudge finglie ; but 
by coupling contrarictics, ſeeth the diff. rence by

What ſhall we call it ? no naturall name 
can cxprelle it, it is a miracle ; Take vp thy bedde and 
walke , It 15a miracle inthe cure, itisnoleſle in the 
meancs; for if the marriages of Princes, the iſſue 
of Princcs , the prayers of men , the plottes of 
our Enimies , orthe Iealofies of greatnes , could 
hw? hindered it, Engiand had not beene happy.

How much the re- 
fiſting taeſe impediments, paſſeth the common 
courſe of nature eucry Iudgement may ealily dif- 
cern2: but we hauc y«t bur halfe the ſight . Amid(t 
all theſe courſes {waied by Ambition , and vniuſt 
ealoſ1.5, behold our Prince, prouoked by al means:

To exa- 
mine this by hiſtorie, behold the Auntients,where

| nethvs of allicaloſizsof nkialiry For hethat ia all 
queſtions between himſelfe & the ſubieR, hath not 
ſpared himſelte,cannot betweene man and man be 
 partiall,finceallpartialities are begotteby lelt-loue. 
By this we may cleere the doubt of Engltſh & Scot- 
wb fince heis Kingof both,he is fatherof both,and 
(being equally charged by the King of Kings with 
both)owing vnto both onc duty,he will giuc vato 
both oncatt.ction. Bur lcaſtI be calicd into queltis 
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fora proofe, behold his former goucrment, where 
his vprighrnes had thathid with him,as neither the 
gcncrality,northe cuſtome,could make him yeeld 
to:he common defence & nouriſhing tations by 
names , cuerproteſting him higheſt in his opinion, 
that was owner ofa good lite,alwel as agreat name.

Now to the increaſe 8f Empire, which though it 
carieththke taceof the happieſt alteration,yetbeing 
an alteratio,cmn hardly eſcape detects,For not only 
the nature ot all humaine accidents approues it,all 
things being deliuered to vscomixt , we deIng not 
to be truſted, cuther with goodor ilalone,ſeparated, 
ſuch are our frailties & weaknes, preſumptio or de. 
ſpaire , growing mightie if fed with either fortune 
ſingle. But more particularly to illuſtratethe incon- 
ucniences of the incrgale of kingdoms, the comon 


cxainples are cither by pawer or ambition in one 
body. 
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body , or by neceſſt:y compelled to offend defen: 
figcly in another: Both are by conquelt, whoſevio- 
lent effz&s leaue for eucr an equall miſtruſt both in 
Princeand ſuviect, an humar ot that fatall operati- 
0n.as nothing bur bloud & oppreſſion followeth. 
Waat ſhall I fay now of our encreaſed domini- 
ons, that hauz made vsterribleto the world with. 
Out any terror to our {elues; But (0 nappy and Cx- 
cellenc meanes are the long diftoyned parts of 
this Kingdome , brought to an inſeparable im- 
bracement , And if the long receiued Axiomeof 

pollicie ſhall bee belceued ( rhat kingdomes muſt 
bee maintained by ſuch mean:s az they were got- 
ten) vato what an excellent neceflity ate weryed? 
marriage was the meanes , a friendſh ppe ot that 
high nature that God himſelte daineth to bee 
2 witneſfle of this indiſſoluble knot, we muſt main- 
taine it with the neeceſt reſemblance, thar is by 
a conſtant friend'hipand loue . Verely I b-lzeue 
it impoſſible for man to thinke,, how fo infiaitea 
bleſſing to both {1des could haue beene accompli- 
ſhed , by any other ſo cafic and euen conditions, 
For neither {1de fought others friendſhip by com- 
ming paſt the boundes of che reputation of a 
nation, there were no threates, no violence, no 
{wordes drawne of neither fide. So that as if God 
would prouide to ſatishe cuer our moſt diſtempe- 
redand ſicke afteRions, leaſt ſuch ſparkes might 


indame

inflamethis greataQtion,neither nation can charge 
other with needing , or yeilding , or gluing way to 
othcr . So are they met , ſo are they prepared as 
they ſhall ſcarcely neede eyther time or cuſtome 
the vnirers of fleſh to aſfiſt their incorporating, 
ſince they are by the divine wiſedome;ſo knit toge- 
ther, as it reſemhlerh 2 new creation - When wee 
ſhall haue beheld on all ſides the cleerenes ofthis 
benefit, how all things anſwere one another , and 
all without the leaſt ſigne of any inconuenience or 
daunge: , what place is left for ſuſpitiontor it not 
- forſuſpition , was there cuer any benefit poſleſſed 
locnurely ? who is there now that ſhall bringin 
quzſtions of ſepcration/and be belecued ? ſince we 
may caſily determine all ſuch differences , ariſe 
out of the malignity of ſuch diſpoſitions, not the 
cauſe . It is moſt rrueit you will ( happy Countri- 
men) that the ſtream®s of the common wealth and 


pcople runne contrary{ for flouriſhing ſtates haue - 


commonly diflolut-inhabitan's, poore countreies 
honeſt people) this 1s becauſe we borrowe ourbe- 
hauiours trom our fortunes not diſcourſes, being 
good of bad , according to the floud or ebbe of 
our eſtates. Bur if you will be owners of this hap. 
pines,you will proceed with mote aduiſed conft- 
derations , and judge of your Councellorsas well 
as Councels.Itthey rel you ofthe pouerty of Scor. 
land , examine whether our wealth ſhall not come 
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from the addition of their Kingdome , for at once 
we receiuc from them the ſtopping of our vnnece- 
ſary warres, and the vie of trafficke, How infinitely 
haue wee beene conſumed in the vpholding the 
Low-countrics,which we wereenforced to vſe for 
a {tilt to vphold the body of our ſtate, Shall not a 

atura!ll Iimme, nay another body , that doth not 
onely reſcue vs,but becometh vs, be thought wor- 
thy of entertaining? There is none of vs that worne 
with the trauailes of the world and time,but would 
buy a new ſtrength and youth at any rate : Be now 
aſhamed to be taken with this ſelf-loue,or els value. 
the new youth & {tren2th of our commonwealth. 
Since gratitude and the knowledge of benefits, 
cometh from the looking back vpon former times, 
Ict vs not be aſhamedroremember times paſt:how 
was the wealth of our land decayed? how full of 

doubt ſtood wee £ with whit Prince ot ſtate durſt 
- weenter league, that was able to be our enimies ? 
nay to ſuch a ſtate we vere come , as wee were as 
much afraid of peace as warres, and durſt truſtnei- 
ther. At once to bee deliucred of theſe, without 
fecling any alteration but the eaſe, whatdothit not 
deſerue? Without feeling any alteration,for what 
hath hapacd in this change that we £:n complaine 
of 2 Watres are ceaſed , peace is entreated on all 
fides,oppreſſions are abolithed.in the meane time, 
the Princeexetrciling al thoſe yertucs that may make 
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theſubicct happy, his Tuſtice, his mercy,hisliberali- 
ty,his benigntty. And whereas cuen the beſt Prin- 
ces, haue thought it ſufficient to cxerciſe certaine 
oenerall vertues, who is there that could demaund 
_ particulartauours of any kind, and hath beene ſent 
away empty 2? Truth cannot be flattery, andthat 
which fo many can wittnes ought notto be ſuſpec= 
ted. Notalone the defcrucrs of him have taſted of 
his bounty, but the aſſifters of the goverment paſt, 
hauc founde it as ſure a plea to be able to proue, 
they ſerucd lis predecetlor loyally,as thoſeneareſt 
vito hiaelfe . What ſhall wce gather of this 2 but 
thatthis Kinzdome is beheld of him,with the ſame 
carcthat his others are, and that the ſetuants of it 
are as dearetohim. A rare example of equity,ſince 
in the ſucceſſion of Princes wee ſee nothing more 
ordinary,then that the tauour of the feruants dieth 
with the maſter . Afzer this aſſurance to doubthis 
partiality , and thatthe number of his auncient at- 
tendence will rob the Engliſh of places and em- 
ployments, cannot come but from a minde, that 
ſpeaketh his owne vices inanothers name. Forſince 
wee cannot Iudge the thoughts but by the actions, 
and thatall his2QRions have bene found of another 
nature, from whence iſſue theſe fuſpitions but out 
of their owne doſomes?Shall itbee thought an an- 
ſwere that the old,ſeruants of his Scottiſh Gouer- 
ment haue beene rewarded? the ſame mind would 
| C 2. haue 
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haue pronounced ingratitude if they had been vn- 
r-warJed. For whois hee that cenſureth hone (tly, 
a4 houldeth not this an ;argument tor our incou- 
ragemnent, who beeing in the beginnings of out 
tim:s,cinnat know him but by his vſage of others, 
w 17 hauing ſpent for him inatineot lefle expec- 
tarion,ando lefle tobe ſuſpected, their youthes & 
ſtrengths , how could any indiffe:ent judgment 
hou'd them vaworthy of rewardes ? [t hath then 
rewarded vs inthem , for the example hath giuen 
vs encouragement, which is the very food of the 
ſoulc,and che greateſt prouocation of vertue.Shall 
we yerdoubt and defire more aſſurances? behould 
 eu-ry man that hath not had a more capitall fault, 
then tae beiny a ſtranger to him, holdeth the ſame 
place he poſlcfled betore ? from the higheſt to the 
loweſt, yeacuenthe ſeruants of the perſon & houſe 
: of the laſt Prince are his . An «/nuſuall ſatisfaction 
and ſo to bee eſteemed, and an action of a Prince, 
that cannot ſuſpect thatin another, thathe ftindeth 
not in himſfelfe. 

Can there now bee ſuch another teſtimonie of 
his vpr:;ghtneſſe, when by the chinging the admi- 
niſters of this ſtate, by another diſpolition, would 
haue bin thought ſo important a part, as he thould 
by the altcration not onely haue rewarded others, 
but aſſured his owne perſon. Bup.from the gencrall 
content of his entrance,hath he framed the reſt of 


his 
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his proce-dings;he foundvs then,ioyfull,loyal,lo. 
ving ſubrecdts, and according to that demeanure 
hath he viedvs : which it we do not acknowledge, 
and acknowledge in making the ſame vſe of his ac- 
tions to vs, we are vaworthy of ſohappy agouern- 
mcnc, Bur yet ſaith ſome body, how can it be that 
the number of that nation ſhall not ſhorten the be- 
nefirs of the En2z{;ſh? If they brought men without 
a kingdomcit wee an obicRion, or if men vnder 
this Prince muſt not bring ſomewhat beſides a pe- 
tition, I hcy haue a Countrey of their owne that 
yceldeth ſu muct plenty,as their plentie breedeth 
their want; for concerning the neceſſaries for mans 
life,no countrey is better turniſhed: & for wealth, 
the happincſle ot their latter gouernment hath gi- 
uen ſuch teſtimonies of encreaſe , as already they 
poſſefſe enough both to defend themſelues and to 
free their countrey tro the impuration of ſterili- 
tie. But this is not all,thenumber of able men is not 
adiſcommodity,tor how commeth it(thinke you) 
that all the Princes of Chriſtendome thinke well 
of our friendſhip, but becauſe wee have many able 
men : So that cither it muſt bee contefled , enuy is 
beter food then ſafety , or elſe that two offices in 
one hand is not {o important, as two kingdomes 
vnder one Scepter , vader one Lawe, becomming 
one body. Neither doth the commodicy of fo ma- 


ny able men end thus, but as itbringeth reputation 
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and ſafety from abroade , fo caſe and wealth at 
home. For when this muititude of able men ſhall 
disburthen the officers of their too much bulineſle, 
tacy ſhall not excuſe ynder-briberies by their ouer 
many emploiments , and fo ſhall thepoore ſubject 
eſcape paying fees ypon fees, and ſometimes dou- 
ble and trebble briberies. 

* By thistimeitis apparant, that neither the po- 
uerticnor multitudeof our connexion can be pre- 
iudiciall, f1nceit 15 prooued they will be the onely 
inſtruments of our enriching ; and that chi: multi- 
tude bringeth a happy neceſſitic ror theredrefſing 
the griefes of the greateſt part of our people. Let 
vs then come to the beholding this happineſle to- 
gether , which {ince wee finde lo infinitely full of 
bleſſings as the ſharpeſt fight cannot diſcerne any 
inconucnience or future peri!l, what ſhall I call it? 
but a divine and miraculous, bleſſing of God. 

Now ſhould we bring vnto this great benefit our 
ſicke and corrupt affections , though neuer ſo well 
coucred vnderthe names of foreſight orpreuenti- 

on, ſhall! we not worthily deſerae puniſhments an- 
{werable to our fauours 7 Let this learne vs { good 
countrimen ) our.duties to the Common-wealth, 
whether we ougint not to bring our bodyes,butto 

cary our mindes, for tobring priuate driftesiothe 

publique buſines, is an impietic of the higheſt na- 
tures What ſhail we ſay now to their imaginations 
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that ho!d our vnity moſt profitable if it were infe. 
parable,bur it the Kings iſſue ſhould faile,ſay they, 
and ſeuerail titles d:ſvnite vs , chen would their 
neighbouthood be moredangerous:for by our in« 
corporating being growne more riche,they would 
be more adleto affront vs.How doe theſe ſtrive te 
bury benchits with ſuſpitions © they haue forgot 
who ended our warres without miſerable conditi- 
ons,who hath enforced 7elandto lay down armes, 
who hath made ys capable of torreigne leagues 
without buying them, bur beholding all theſe and 
many more both defences and benefits as things 
paſt, and now in their owne poſlcſſions they are as 
weary of thcir aſſiſters.as they were of their feates. 
Or els being people of ſuch a condition as finde 
moſt conte;ument in troubled & doubttull ſtates, 
becaule ſetled and flouriſhing are the lights that 
diſcoucr ill aff. cd #nd ill diſpoſed perſons, they 
deſireto ſhroud themfelucs fiill inthe darkneſſe of 
confuled and perpl:xed gouernments. Butto an- 
ſweretheir ovicction withoutthem, how vnlike is 
this to the Engliſh file, that lately durit not thinke 
beyond one lite, and 2061 out-renneth foure,and 
by Gods grace many more. Andare there foure 
betwecne this feare and vs,and is ityeta feare? Itis 
. nopreuention but an impious forecaſt; tor to pro. 
uide beyond probability,armcth our imaginations 
againſt the will of God, A itrange office for man 
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tovndertake, fince itit werea partof his appoint- 
men:, Heauenand Earth,and all their generations, 
reuolutions aad changes, and euen God kimlclte 
were idle and ynneceſlary powers. But ill we inſiſt 
'ypon our wealth and their inriching, which cither 
we miſtake or vaderſtandnot. For if we haue the 
aduantage of wealth we ſhall hold it, for ſfiacerthey 
neither can nor will demaund any thing but by 
' wayof commerce or traftique, the long and great 
' concourſe of trading tothe cheite city ofouclland, 
will ſack vp {t.l che great eſt part of our wealth. Bur 
might it be that their wealth would bz encicaſed, 
the publique good purchaſeth nor lofle bur profit, 
for by the diſperfton the ſtare findeth the people 
more able and more induſtrious, from whence a- 
riſeth the increaſe of trafſhquze to the ſubicR, and of 
cuitome to the Prince, the moſt honeſt and eaſy 
way of enriching the Kinesceffers Nor vnlike vn- 
to this obieRion is the miſlike that they would lay 
vpo the diſpolition of the people that becaufethey 
haue in times paſt giuen way to their priuare miſ- 
likes and drawne priuate quarrells to ma!titudes; 
that wealthyynto ſuch natures being likeoile to fire, 
might drawe their fewds from a ſparke to a flame, 
and fo inwrappe vs in an vnneceſliry warre, But 
:hey are much deceiued inthe generall operati6 of 
wealth that ſuſpect that, finceif there be any qua- 
ity in riches morethen or opinion hath forced, it 
's 
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this, that it ordinarily makethi] men good citizens. 


For 1t is not the goodnefle of Lawes, their integri- 


tie,norgood effects in generall,that maketh all men 
obſerue them, but that their wealth hath no other 


defence; ſo doe they loue Iuſticeand her obſeruari- 


ons, outot their owne particular, there beeingno 
way t> make them conceive that foundation of e. 
quirie ( ſaum cx: tribuere ) ro yeeld euery man his 
OWwNe, except they haneot their owne to make the 
inſtance. But were theſe probable, are wee notto 
proude fir{t againſt thoſe that threaten vs neerer? 
15not the firſtand moſt weighty confideration of a 
States-man,to preuent the inuaſton of forraineence- 
mies < and can there beany other courſe tor them, 
then by our leauing matter of diſcontentment a. 
moneſt our ſelues. Againſt outward invattons na- 
ture hath cared,we areinuironed by the Sea,and fo 
knit together both by Religion, Language, Diſpo- 
fition,& whatſocuerw&ls can take away diffterence;as 
vnleſſe we breede diſagreeing affeftions, weare in- 
difloluble. Neither can we nouriſh theſe, ynleſſe we 
will contradi Heauen it ſclte. Behold how we are 
toyned, God, Nature, & Time, haue brought vs to. 
gcther, and ſo miraculoutly,if we obſeruethereuo- 


Jutions of time,as me thinketh the very words after | 


the conſummation of a marriage, ſhall notbeevn- 
properly vicd,T hoſe whome God hath toyned together, 


{et no man ſeparate, Vnto whole judgement nowe, 
| D. will 
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will not theſe obicctions ſeeme light,if weyed with 


this conſideration. Lawes and pollicic can fight 
2nd ouercome inwarde inconueriences, the w Ie. 


dome of the Statiſtis aboue any ot theſe difcom- 


modicies , eſpecially in Monarchies, where ciuill 
matters are eaſily redrefſed, by reaſon of the abſo- 
lute power of thc Prince , and tharthe pcopleatc 
nor ſtrong cnougn to fauour their owneimpertec. 
tions, if they come in queſtion. But againſt Out- 
ward inuaio 15, invited by inward diuiſtons , there 
is NO Cure, but t preuention; tor, being onceon foor, 
wilcdome may lect! \cfault, but armes muſt deter. 
mincit.Toaſl jure you, this 1s no 1dle warning, let vs 
both examine the Statcs of our] [cighbours, their 
diſpoſitions, their former actions, and tnen,what is 
likely to leaue matter of dilcontentment and din- 
f10n among vs. Firſt for France, Were 1t one man, 
former tat tours Might warrantys ; but Kingdomes 
can diipence with ingratirude, t thereforewee muſt 
torgec their difireſie., and looke for the common 
diſpoſition.of their proſperity, which hath cucrle- 
ucliedar the keeping vs dovwne. 


Tothis end, hauethey alwayes held correſpon- 


* aence with Scorland, which they haue vicd for their 


onely retuge, to efcapethe Engliſh preparations. So 
thatifweſhal cloſethis paſt cheirentran ce:we haue 
taken away their firſt and ſafeſt defence. For now 
al queſtions muſt bee decided within their owne 


entrailes. 
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entrailes, where, how ſocuer they ſpeede,they muſt 
bee looſers; for, though the cuents of Armes bee 
doubtful, yer the deciding g place is certaine of loſe, 
Nowv for $paine, vntO who Meaimbitions wee one Cn 
uer beenc an impediment ,. both in ouraydes to 
France, and the Lowe Countries . though :, 'c <&e& 
not the gratitude of thele, yet muſt wee =pronide a- 
ga! n{tthe miilike of the oticr. For by moſt natures, 
Reucnge 1s preferred bcfore Recompence, as the 
more profitable Qualitie : therefore muſt wee pro- 
uide, not only againit theirambuions, but mithkes, 
which doudle excitation , nothing can pacitie, but 
Our Ovwne ſtrengths. But it may be, the icaloſies be- 
twcene Spaizeand France will cleete theſe dangers, 
Let vs nor borrow a defence outof their huiours, 
when we may haue one of our owne, nor can wee 
truſt to it, ſince Hopes and. Feares doe equally 
quench Contentions. 'ſOrhar if they hauc no other 
impedimentbu t th «mſclucs., they will { queſtion- 
leſle) reſpit ther owne miſlikes, vntill they have ta- 
ken Fd with vs.In the meane time wee ſearch not 
cnougn the Spanith Pollicy, who beginneth his at- 
rempts through: diufhions a nd factions , which if he 
cſpic, hee proſecureth h daungeroully , for by his 
ſtrenveth in Rome and the Weſt-Tndies,he ſcarcheth al 
kindes of diſpotitions , which if not ſound, he ma- 
keth at his denotion. To make particulars ſound, we 
muſt begin with thc ecnerall ; when wehauelayde 
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our foundation ſtrong , and paſt the ſhaking of our 


\ enemies, weetake away the prouocations both of 


the Temptor and Tempted: Againſt theirreligion, 
lerour Religion bee oppoſed, in reſpect of whoſe 
ſtrength and reputation we ought to be more then 


roned, lince our vnitie 1n bodies toour alrcady v- 


nited les will make tne reputation of our Re- 
ligion {o ſtrong, as they that puton the aduerle for 
feare and in policic, ſhali neither ſhame nor teare to 
vie their owne con{ciences. 

| Shall wee {ecnow , outof what matter our ene- 
mies can worked1 (ention? there 1s neytherambiti- 
on nor di{ſcontentment amongeſt our great Men, 
nor burthens vpon he people; awcs baue their due 


courte, and purge the veines of the Common- 
wealth , from ynnarurall ſtoppinges and corruptt- 


ons. It can then ben 0 other, then in the: di; poling no 
of our new body, from which we may take the be. 


ginning of the happieſt Emyyre that euer was. 


Plato, to illuſtrate the ſh ength of triend{hip, bor- 
row eh ſomuch of Poetrie, as to tell a tale, that the 
body of man was firſt round, and whileſt hee en- 
;oydd that forme , was doubly furniſhed of all the 
Organes and abilities of man; after, abuſing his 
ſtrength, the gods diuided him,and lefthim butthe 
halfe of thathe was ; but yet witha power(as find- 


ing the other halfe, which is a perfect friende , not 


differing in reſemblance) he might againe enioy his 
Ari 
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firſt ſtrength and happineſſe. England hath found 
her other halte, ſhee is now doubly furniſhed with 
the ſtrength of a Kingdome;, the hath fourcarmes, 
fourelegges, two heartes ( made one) tio powers, 
anddoubleforces. 

What can make vs nowe {o vanaturall, as to 


doubt of our rcſtored ſtrength:orby what rule wil 


ſuſpition be tryed ? It lawes and ordinances be cal- 
[ed, andrightly called, the foule of the Common- 
_ vealtd, they muſt not be begotten by our appetite: 
for then they can neyther be divine in their opera- 
tion,nor cternall in their continuance ; if wee con- 
feſſe itandappcaletoIudgement, ludgernent trieth 
all thinges of this nature; , by the conſent of thele 
three vnuariabie rules, namely , Conſcience, Rea- 
ſon and Example, as thoſethat giUue iawes, their true 
eſlences. For Conſcience reconcileth our humane 
lawes to-9ur divine,in ſo much as all lavyes that take 
not them for a pattgrne,cannotbe honeſt, & fo not 


durable. Reaſon ſhapeth them againſt all aflaultes, 


which cannnotbe without making 2 them profitable 


toall. Laſtly, Example afliſterh he weaknes of rea- 
ſon with theſightof tormerſuccetle, in ſo much,as 
che ſtrength ot {humane reaſon, is but to deuiſe and 
cannot without triall, artueany nearerthe end then 
probabilitie. Then to examineit by conſcience , Is 
there notaneceſlity of mutual helpe impoſed vpon 
inan? and haue we treed our {elues,of infinite trou- 
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bles, and 1s there not a ductie bclonging to the 
mcancs ? Doth a Narion , not diffcring Th any part 
from our {clues, fui! of frengrh, able mcn, oft {o 
important a {cituation , offer her ſelte with OPen 
213105 tO nbraceys. and can we thinke of another 
entortanment, beitdes a louing anacuen cmbrace- 
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allowcoth vs, firſt to oucrcome, then to ſbi and 
tyethem with thralgome ; Doth loue, irceneſie, a- 
mitic, brotherlike regard, reQuire helkey lager ey. 

ther we were wrong before, a are noW,01 CO! found 
merit ana = 1 N2 word, were there no other 
mceuucburt our lrnce, who would notbe aſhamed 


toretule {ich 2 3/e472? lincehis blood is of both 


Nations,his minde lo 1uft to all Nations,& that his 
vertuc 2$ have alrcady confuted all obietions : ww hat 
-Qnfcienceis there,that hattneth nor to this combt- 
Nation, no tonely FOra QUICtas compelled, but for 
19; y 345 the que oftio noble & 010: 10Us 4 pert: Irnmaince 
Now let vs ſee thetriall of R eaion, ths Tlande 1s 
mapp! ily come within the circle of one Diademe, 
not by Conque! t, nor by weaknes, nor for protecti- 
on, but are draw NC Calete terby the verticc of an \' 
nited blood, and made one mans Kingdome by the 
happy contunction of the roy; ul blood of both na- 
tions. And 1s that blood growne onc.and ſhall not 
the Kingaomes grow one? It is Reaſons Ce: not 
onely to bring the willand the deſire together, but 
by 
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by the way to examine the will, from what righthe 
delires,how witly,and to what end. By this means, 
all parts hauel: tsEtion, or es thereaſon dill [clay- 
meth the employment. Weethall neuerget reafon 
then to goe of this errand, tor we haue no right to 
the holding it by a diuided title, nor is ln ciuſtice 
in coucring an vne equairiein a a Title, nor hath the 
end, any other ſoundnet]e then the deniſe of 7; ne 
ſicke affection. Forif there ivere oo oreat diffc 
rence in our powers, power might ſivay it, and rea- 
fon would make the weaker y 2elde to necellity: it 
the Prince were citherby blood oraffection,ofone 
de , the other were oo li oht , buthavingncither 
ſtrength nor right t0a ſuperioritie . how can it be. 
long vnto vs:Now it this be apparant,wereit in our 
powerto bind them to vs, by ſome vndername, how 
ſtandeth it with the pollicy of a ſtate, to leaue {o ma- 
ny idle men;forfince our induſtry hath eucr an cie 
vpon our owne v004,wemuſlt eytherintereſt them 
in the gaines, or Wee muſt t expect Colde endeuours. 
For Nature hath 1 £1ven vs abilities tor our vie and 
preleruatio 10N, which though our realon perſivadeth 
vs to vie for the common 200d, yet neucr for the 
common good withoutincluding our owne partt- 
cular,/But it maybe,it wilbeanſiy &rd, let their indu- 
ftries be ſpent vpon theirowne ſoile, & ſo ſhal ours, 
and we will craue nothing trom them. Who fecth 
not 1n thus anfverc,cither a a wiltul or ignorant folly. 
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thatforgetting their neereneſle, the danger of their 
mitlkes , the gappe for ſeditions, and plottes to get 
entrance,we reckon them asa people that concerne 


_ vs not. No, no, they muſt hauea hand in ourbuſt- 


nes,0ur Pcacets theirs,ourflorithing theirs, our ſuc- 
ceſle of all kinds,thcirs,in fo much as if they be not 
thus farre intereſled in theſe, and their loues {o faſt. 
nedto vs, as to ouercomeall temptations, we muſt 
expect none of theſe; {o ſhall they or we,tf we pre- 
uentnot all enticements, be woocd , ſince forrayne 
forccs are to0 weake to craze our ſtrong conſtiituti- 
on,without ciuill tarres. Laſtly,jt we looke tor pre- 
{1dents and examples to ſtrengthen our reſolutions, 
neuer were two Kingdomes invited by fo ſtrong 
and forcible meanes to become one,and reiected it. 
Contrariwiſe,Spaine,and France,were ncuer ab{o- 
lnreMonarchies,vntil the firſt of ſeuen Kingdoms 


| became one ;and Normandy and Brittaine were 


annexed to the Crowne of France ; which before 
were vnder other Lords. Thediuiding a Kingdom 
into petty Principalities, prepareth it to bee iwal- 
lowed by a more vnited power. So ſtandeth Italy, 


atthis day, that liueth not by her owne ſtrength, 


but by theicalouſftes of herneighbours: yet was ſhe 
once Miſtreſſe of the world,and ſo would beagain, 
(ſaith one of their authors ) were the re-vnited and 
vnder one ſcepter.But why ſeek I forrain examples, 


hen we haue one of our owne fo neere vs? Wales 
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is engliſhed,a Conmryaelunle riches did not woe vs; 
nor her power,northe fertillity of the Soyle;but the 
diſcommodities that wee might receyue by them 
whileſt they were helde as Aliens , beeing matter to 
feed diſcontented or ambitious plottes, this was the 
furtheſt and onely aduantage weeexpected , which 
ſince itlay within the power of Our iINCOrPorating to 
cure,and thatnature had pertormed halte the worke, 
with the alliance of countries ſo neerecly knit toge- 
ther vpon one continent, wee performed. Succelle 
bath followed a warrant for the like occa{ton, but 
this is more like vs then that , a greater prouocation, 
wee differ not in language (a 4 zgnc that God euer 
rneant to haue vs one Kinodome: . ) and fortheother 
conueniences of our match , as DoOW cr, wealth eras 
nes of territories , reputation of aKinedomeabilitic 


in men, there is no compariſon. Thatthe worlde is 


poſſeſſed by many Lords,andthat the great Empires 
that grew 1n her minoritic , cruſhed tl hemſ{elues with 
their owne weight, cannotin onereaſon bee better 
comprehended ( mes thinketh ) then that the diffe- 


rence of {cituation , clymate and diſpoſition , could 


not gjue power , to theim periall Countric, to natu- 
ralize her Conqueltes, they could not make them 
themſclues. Foritislawesand cuſtomes and cuen- 
nefle in capacitic of offices and dignitics, that can 
make Countries loue oneanother truely, for ſo they 
doe as it were beget one another, and become fleih 
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of flcih, and bone of bone. For vant of this it hath 
beene 1n the power of private men, to ſhake an Em- 
ptre, that could not haue mooucd a Kingdome, and 
for want of this , haue Empires beenc enforced to 
hould ſubiccted Countries by garriſons, and by cru- 
eltics wayes , {0 diſagreeing from nature, as their au- 
thority hath d tepended xecrely vpon tortune, and 
anexternall reputation , which never indureth a dif 
temper without 2 00 wah 11, nor1s euer {:cke with- 
our deſtiuEtion. For ceconerable diſeaſes arc oncly 


Innaturall bodycs, which theſe becing oppotite to, 


muſt depenac  onely \, pon force. Inthcmeane time, 


how much the expence of treaſures, and the conti- 


nual! doubts weehane of iuch Countries exceedeth 
theaduantage, we may eafily diſcerne, if we behold 
but Spaine, whoſe many ditperſed Kingdomes haue 
beene {uch a Burthen to them , and hav e drawne 


_ theminto ſo many inconueniences, as his Weſt In- 


dics , and great encreaſe of PoſſeHons lately annex- 
ed to that Crowne, hauc not beene able to defende 
him trom the axrrcamclt wantes, inſomuch as his 
defignes haue oftner ſtoode ſtill for wantof money 
and men; then many ſmaller Kinedomes. Hadit 


beene nowe thinke you in his powerto haue made 


them all Spaniſh, and withinthelimittes of oneon. 
tinent, ypon the condition to haue all called Spaine, 
and butone Nation , would hee not haue thought it 


_ ancexcellent exchange: - Doubtir not , {1nce hee had 
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at once beene delinered cf thoſe charges and {uſpitt- 
ons, that make his poſſeſſionsa paine, and weakneile 
rather then a ſtrength , becing likea Monſter of na- 
ture, that hauing a body withourbloud inough, hath 
his limmes withered and feeble , being a greatbulke, 
drowned in his owne proportion. Alltorcea Go- 
uernements muſtbe momcntary,in {0 much as tacy 
leaue out the will and defire of man, which oncly 
can beget continuance. For an inftance benold Na- 
ture herlelte, who driucth at none ct her endcs ty- 
rannically , but enwrapping her driftesin thenatit- 
rall deſires of her creatures , hath hcr purpolcs <itec- 
ted, notas hers , butas their owne. So mutt the ad. 
uſed Politician proceede, it hee intendeth to giue 
eytheragoodly or ſubſtantiall forme to his woorke- 
manihip ; tor though man can intorce omner Crea- 
turcs beyond their willes, yet the will of man, ha- 
uing reaſon to direftit, which hath aircedome and 
eminencie in her nature, mult therefore be wrought 
by perſivaſions, notenforcements,the onely meanes 
to bring her toobedicnce, and to yecldec to the di- 
rections of others. Ihaue gone thus farre beyond 
my purpoſe ( louing Countrimen ) to freeyou of 


_ allſuſpitions, infomuci as the Soule of man , 15 no 


ſooner curcd of any great Infirmitic, but there re- 
mayne certayne dregges behinde of doubts and ful- 
Pitions. Which I hope thele tewe conſiderations 
will cleere , not as they are mine, but as they are

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truthes, though at this time, ( vnto an Aduerfary ) I 
cannot complayne of my weakeneſle, for being the 
Champion of Right, I doubtnot of the ſucceſſe of

You 1 now then theſtght of this great Bleſ- 


o, Which approacheth youſo full of infinitehap- 
pine! les , fo purc and VNCOMMiIXSt with the common 
fortunes of the world ,as you may lay by al thoughts, 
bur ſuch as areaptto PORE you fitte 10 recciue ſo 
Sratious an aflurance of Gods fauour, and of grati- 
de though not anſwerable,vetanſ{werable to your 
POWCrs. In the mcane time beholde the goodly 
tme before you, ſoclcere and calme, as there 1s not 
ſo much as matter for cloudes or ſtormes left to 
breede on,/the original of the happinefle of a Com- 
mon- wealth) for then oncly ; are the inward motions 
of gouernement made perfect, when thereariſeth 
neyther feares nor dangers from abroade. {Ince thoſe 
timcs are often ſo miſerable, as they are not onely 
forced to make vie of the diſeaſes of the time and 
people, butalſo to prayſe them , the forerunner of 
the downefall of a State, Which you ſhall eafily 
proouc if you ſearch the ruines of the ancient Em- 
pires , where ( towardestheirena. ) vices went for 
vertues , and the greateſt corruptions were the grea- 
teſt merits. But our State is of another nature, it can- 
not growe old and doate, bccauſeit had no infancie

or youth ; wee builded not our foundation outot a

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little, and increaſcd it after by the {worde , we areno 
purchalers,butinheritours,and inheritours ofa State, 
that commeth to vs ſtrongand flouriſhing, ſo do we 
want thoſe ſhiftes and by-courfes , which-come in 
with neceſſity, which make ſuch Statcs in time ſuffer 
{hipwracke, both by iuſt and naturall reaſons. For
